“On wood, to my recollection, 
but I may be mistaken,” was the 
reply. “It is not interesting to 
know on what paper Shakspeare 
wrote ‘Hamlet,’ is it?” 

He was asked if there Was a 
transparent texture in the coloring 
of Da Vinci's “Virgin of the Rocks” 
in the Louvre.

| Byrd Finds Vast Tract in Antarctic.

Scott’s nunataks, he thought that 
he saw high land to the east and! 
on his return he went in that di- | 
rection and found the Rockefeller 
range. At this time also, he thought 
he saw a mountain far to the east. 
On his next flight that way he 
again saw this mountain, more 
clearly this time and it becanie 
known as his “pet mountain” be- 
cause of the fascination it held for 
him. He was sure that high land lay 
in that direction. When McKinley 
flew over that way to map the 
Rockefeller range the visibility haf 
improved so greatly that he not 
only saw the “pet mountain” 
standing out eight or ten thousand 
feet but also a long range to the 
east southeast of it, which disap- 
peared over the h@rizon. 
Land in Almost Every Direction. 
Two peaks had also been sighted 
due east of the Rockefeller range 
-—~which it must be rémembered 
runs roughly northwest and south- 
west, beginning at the point about 
50 miles south of Scott's unnataks— 
peaks which were apparently as far 
or farther away than the new 
range to the southeast. And Byrd, 
who penetrated the long distance 
to the south yesterday, saw what 
he thought to be high land at al- 
most the exact point where Amund- 
sen on his trip to the pole report- 
ed the “appcarance of land.”” This 
was almost half-way ‘»:tween the 
Bay of Whales and the Axel Hei- 
berg glacier. So it can be seen 
that in almost every direction to 
the east, southeast and sovth from 
our base, land had been sighted 
with the probability that mountain 
ranges and high land ertend as far 
as the cruising radius of the plane. 
The results so far offer a very 
hopeful prospect for next year’s 
work, as Byrd thinks the season 
is too late for exploratior. flights 
and will confine the aviation work 
to flights for recording, by aero 
mapping, the interesting territory 
near the base and as much as pos- 
sible of the region penetrated -n 
past trips of exploration. 
Others to Cruise Eastward. 
To Capt. McKinley, Dean Smith, 
the pilot, and Lioyd Berkner, the 
radio operator, on the mapping 
flight yesterday, Byrd has _ be- 
stowed the honcr of discovering 
the new range to the east, though 
he first sighted its highest peak. 
Nothing could show more per- 
fectiy the dramatic character of 
the unexpected in antartic explor- 
ation than the work of yesterday.: 
Discoveries ‘leap up%n the aerial 
adventurer down here in the course 
of a few hours. The first flight 
yesterday was plansed as a trip to 
the north of King Edward Land, 
and an attempt to push farther in 
the direction where Byrd was 
turned back by a snowstorm on his 
first flight. He is convinced, as 
was Scott, that land existcd as the 
only explanation. of the impene- 
trable ice field which lier to the 
notth of us on the eastern side o° 
the Ross a. ' 


A Beautiful Prcsomenta. 

He had gone to the base the night 
before in the hope of getting off 
but the weather became overcast 
and the increasing cold filled the 
air with particles of fce which 
caused some beautiful phenomena. 
As the sun swung down low fn 
the West, just opposite the inlet 
on which the base is situated, the 
light from it was so diffused that 
it became a golden flame that filled 
the sky. From.-it fell a cataract of 
gold that splashed on the surface 
of the bay like an explosion of 
light. On each side of the sun 
were the arcs like a rainbow and 
the center of them just below the 
line of the sun were mock suns. 
Over the sun was the lower arc 
of another rainbow. But the con- 
ditions which caused this entranc- 
ing effect were such that flying 
was out of the question. The next 
morning the weather was perfect 
over the barrier and as s00n as 
the engines were warmed up and 
the heated oil poured into them, 
they were started and were soon 
purring rhythmically, the  pro- 
pellers blowing up clouds of pow- 
dery snow. 

Temperature 18 Below. . 

Two planes went on this flight. 
Byrd with Bernt Balchen and 
Lioyd Berkner went in ahe  Vir- 
ginia, which is the Fokker, and 
Capt. Alton Parker flew the Stars 
and Stripes, the Fairchild, with 
Harold June as radio operator. It 
was cold yesterday, 14 below dur- 
ing the hours when the sun was 
low, and the crews were warmly 
dressed in furs. The thermometer 
registered 18 to 20 below during 
the flight, but it was comfortable 
in the cabin and cockpits. Both 
planes got off easily with heavy 
loads and after circling over the 
camp turned northeast toward the 
nunataks, the Virginia leading 
and Capt. Parker flying just above 
and to one side. 

After an hour's flight thev ran 
inta heavy clouds which covered 
the coast and hung low across the 
route. Balchen did not think it 
wise to try to fly under them. He 
appreciates the dangers of this 
country. 

Names Peak for Sca Captain. 

Just before reaching Halfiood 
Bay, named after an uncle of 
Bypd's, he directed Baichen to 
turn to the southeast and flew on 
this course until they passed abeut

Snow 1000 Feet Above Seca Level.

altimeter, and both Balchen and 
Byrd were certain that under it 
was land.

distance from the coast was per- 
fect. The snow surface etretched, 
a glistening white plain for at least 
100 miles on each side, only slight 
differences in color showing where 
the snow was soft or packed by 
the ,wind to a smooth hard crust.

be low but long mounds, ‘but 
the most part the surface looked 
as if there had becn no move- 
ment there for ages. 

Again Byrd turned, this time to 
the south, and kept on this course 
until he had penetrated more 
than 100 miles beyond his farthest 
southern point on former flights. 
It was on this course that he saw 
the twin peaks far to the east and 
the high mountain later seen more 
plainly by the McKinley party. 

When they turned again for 
home they had penetrated so far 
to the south that another moun- 
tain range could be seen plainly 
far ahead of them, a dark streak 
on the horizon. This was undoubt- 
edly the land faintly seen by 
Amundsen to the east of his polar 
route. Byrd passed many rolling 
hills of snow on the way home, 
hills indicating land and a few 
pressure ridges. On this one leg 
of the flight, which was 140 miles 
from the Bay of Whales he was 
able to see at least 100 miles to 
the south, covering an area of 
14,000 square miles of unknown 
territory. 

Planes Out Four Hours, 

Both planes landed smoothly at 
the base after a flight of four 
hours and 15 minutes, the last part 
of the trip having. been made with 
a strong tail wind, which enabled 
them to do the 140 miles in about 
an hour. 

Although Byrd had been kept 
from his ori#inal objective by the 


clouds, he had covered about 400, 


miles and obtained some tantaliz- 
ing views of new areas to be ex- 
plored next year, territory which 
he has claimed for the United 
States. He does not wish to in- 
fringe in any way on the British 
dependency, and the new hinter- 
land, the beginning of which he 
has seen, is well outside the limits 
of the British claima. 


We hope completely to substan- 
tiate his claims by further flights 
when one of the planes has re- 
turned. McKinley asked permis- 
sion to make a mapping flight to 
the northeast along the coast. The 
tanks of the Fairchild were filled 
again and with Dean Smith pilot- 
ing and Berkner as radio operator, 
they took off a few hours after 
Byrd had returned. 

In the meantime Byrd had tray- 
eled back to the bark, City of New 
York, by dog sled, and he had or- 
dered the ship out for another at- 
tempt to reach the area north of 
King Edward Land by sea ag the 
observations frpm the plane 
showed that the Water close to the 
barrier was free from ice for a 
long distance. 

When he reached the ship the 
plane had started and Byrd went 


to the radio. room, where the loud 
speaker made audible the roaring 
note of the plane’s 
pulsating with a beat correspond- 
ing to the speed of the engine. Oc- 
casionally it would break and a 
message would come ticking in 
and then Berkner would fasten his 
key down while he worked on his 
maps and-the steady beat of sound 
would be resumed. 

Byrd Follows Plane by Radio. 

Byrd is more worried about his 
men while they are in the air 
than when flying himself. It 
possible with this perfect com- 
munication by radio to tell when 
everything on the plane is going 
well and be sure of keeping in 
touch with their position .to know 
about where they are if they are 
forced down. He refused to leave 
the room and ate his supper there. 

The plane went up the coast as 
far as Halflood harbor, where it 
also met clouds. Inland, however, 
McKinley could see what he 
thought were nunataks, for he had 
never been there before, and he 
asked permission 6f Byrd, sitting 
back in the radio room to turn to 
the east, which the Commander 
granted. } 

It was fascinating to sit here 
and see the process by which a 
plane flying over the bleak in- 


| terior of Antarctica could be con- 


trolled and guided by a mar On a 
ship already. moving out to rea 
bound on another exploration at- 
tempt. The closely welded con- 
trol by radio of the various divi- 
sions of this expedition would at 
once make it notable. While Byrd 
was eating his supper and listen- 
ing to his plane, he also knew

Modern Exploration, 

What McKinley and the others in 
the plane thought from 
the distance were nunataks turned 
Out to be the Rockefeller range, 
from which could be seen the 
Alexandra Mountains to the north- 
east. McKinley made a strip map 
of the Rockefeller range and also 
sketches of the mountains and 
areas covered during the flight. 

While flying over the Rockefel- 
|lers those in the plane could sce 
jthe new range of mountains more 
than 100 miles to the east south- 
east, a range headed by a very 
high peak with a lower peak to 
the south and what appeared to be 
a high ridge disappearing into the 
southeast. There were also indi- 
cations of other mountains on the 
horizon. Those in the plane esti- 
mated the height of the largest 
peak $000 to 10,000 feet. 

After mapping this area the 
plane returneg to the coast and an 
oblique strip map was made of the 
uncharted coast line northeast of 
the Bay of Whales. The map was 
made from the sea at an elevation 
of 5800 feet, 

While the ship was finding its 
way out of the bay through the 
frost smoke, caused by the cold 
wind from the barrier striking the 
warmer water, the plane appeared 
flying a mile high over the bay, 
headed back for the base. The 
flight lasted five hours and 40 min- 
utes,

BYRD'S DISCOVERIES PLEASE 
GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY 


Dr. Isaiah Bowman Says E-xperi- 
ences Gained on Flights Assure 
Greater Success Later. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Com- 
menting on Commander Byrd's 


most recent discoveries, Dr. Isaiah 
Bowman, director of the American 
Geographical Soclety, said: 

“With first class equipment and 
a trained personnel, Commander 
Byrd seems now definitely to have 
begun the big job of exploring the 
interior of Antarctica, The results 
of the flight he hag just concluded 
may be taken as forecasting the 
eventual success of his program 
either this year or next when his 
longer flights are to be undertaken. 

“The breaking-in period is of the 
greatest importance in‘airplane ex- 
ploration, involving as it does new 
observations on magnefic declin- 
ation, visibility of the air and of 
the snow cover from aloft, and the 
testing of cameras and planes. 

“The discoveries just reported, 
however important they may prove 
to be when fuller details are avail- 
able, are no more important than 
the experience gained on the flight 
itaelf as to equipment and naviga- 
tional technique that have a vita!

Measure Providing $48,000 
for Rest Place on Mount 
Weather, Va., Reported 


to House.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21%+-The 
second deficiency bill reported to 
the House today carries the $48,000 
item recqmmended by President! 
Coolidge for the remodeling of 
Mount Weather, a disused weather 
observation station, 60 miles from 
the Capitol, int6é6 a country retreat 
for presidents. 

If approved by the House and 
the Senate the provision will give 
effect to an idea first advanced by 
President Coolidge last December 
in a letter to the anniversary edi 
tion of the. Post-Dispatch. 

The appropriation would be au- 
thorized for the current as well as 
the next fisca! vear,. so that if it 
goes through, the work of recon- 
ditioning the buildings and grounds 
for their new use can be starté¢d 
at once. ‘ 

Repeals Present Law. 

The country house section of the 
bill provides also for the repeal of 
an existing statute authorizing the’ 
sale of Mount Weather and for the 
transfer the property from the 
jurisdiction of the Department of 
Agriculture to that of the Director 
of Public Buildings and Parks of 
the Capital. 

In a report on the bill, the House 
Appropriations Committee explains 
that the purpose of the $48,000 
item is to provide a secluded re- 
treat for the President to which he 
may go for occasional escape from 


the heat of the capital and the 
pressure of public business. 
hKepresentative Cochran of St. 


Louis called the attention of the 
House to the itém this afternoon, 
and under leave to extend his re- 
marks, inserted in the Congres- 
sional Record President Coolidge’s 
letter to the Post-Dispatch and an 
article from that newspaper  de- 
scribing the property and the al- 
terations needed to convert it into 
a presidential home.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—After 
House Appropriations Committee 


had submitted today a new defi- 
ciency bill omitting the proposed 
$24,000,000 additional for prohibi- 
tion enforcement, it authorized 
Representative Wood (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, to offer an amendment on the 
House floor to provide $2,727,917 
for prohibition. That amount was 
recommended by President Cool- 
idge after the Treasury had esti- 
mated it could use $2,500,000 more 
at this time, 

The amount “would be allocated 
as follows: Department of Justice, 
$150,400; Prohibition Bureau, $1,- 
719,654; Customs - Bureau, $707,- 


860; Civil Service Commission, 
$150,000, 
The recommendation reached 


the committee too late to be includ- 
ed in the, deficiency bill, and the 
committee therefore authorized its 
acting chairman to offer the 
amendment when the House begins 
consideration of the measure. 

All other items jn the first. bill, 
dormant in the Senate. since the 
House refused to accept the in- 
creased prohibition fund, is incor- 
porated in the new measure, which 
would providé $191,599,000 for 
emergency uses of Government de- 
partments. One of the largest items 


is $75,000,000 for tax refunds. 
The total includes $11,195,500 
for public buildings, $2,150,000 


more than was recommended in 
the proposal submitted to Congress 
a week ago by President Coolidge. 
The increase is to take care of ad- 
ditional projects. 

The new bill is divided into three 
sections. The first covers $78,- 
677,229 of emergency appropria- 
tions recommended by the Presi- 
dent. The second would provide 
$17,299,000 for salary increases for 
Federal employes under the Welch 
act and the third, $95,622,000, rep- 
resents the items that were in the 
first deficiency measure. ¢ 

The tax refund item is the larg- 
est single one carried in the meas- 
ure. Among other large items are 
$19,000,000 for army and navy 


pensions, $15,000,000 for railroad 
transportation and messenger serv-

BRITISH GENERAL DIES AT 70 


Sir John Maxwell, Retired, Had 
Notable Military Record. 
By the Associated Press. 

CAPBH TOWN, Feb. 21.—Gen. the 
Rt. Hon. Sir John Grenfell Max- 
well died here today of pneumonia. 
He was 70 years old. 

‘Gen, Maxwell had 2 long and no- 
table military record during which 
he was mentioned in dispatches fre- 
quently and was awarded medals, 
inctuding the Distinguished Service 
Order. As a captain he served in 
the Exyptian War of 1882 with the 
First Battalion of the Black Watch. 
He then served in. the Egyptian 
froritier field force in 1835, He 
commanded the Fourteenth Brig- 
ade in South Africa in 1900 and 
was military governor of Pretoria. 
He —— chief staff officer in 


Egypt in 1902 and commanded the 
force in Egypt in 1908.

He served in the World War and 
retired in 1922.

*% one of the important suggestions of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce for 
financing the State educational program 
Yr Missouri, which seems to have been 
generally overlooked. It is that funds 
for new buildings so urgently needed by 
the State University, the five State 
Teachers’ Colleges and the various elee- 
mosynary institutions, should be  pro- 
vided by a bond issue, so that the very 
large proportion of current revenues that 
have always been used for the construc- 
tion of new buildings rhay be used for 
rural education in the most needy sec- 
tions of the State. Moncey for the con- 
struction of permanert buildings that 
will last from 60 to 100 years is a cap- 
ital expenditure which should be 
financed by a State bond issue.

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SECRETARY KELLOGG’S NOTE. | 

In moving to reach a satisfactory agreement with 
the League of Nations which will protect the rights 
and interests of the United States and open the way 
to our participation in the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice, Secretary Kellogg is attempting 
a thoroughly practical and effective effort to promote 
peace and civilization. 

_ The Senate reservation which the majority of the 
nations in the League declined to accept does not of- 
fer an insuperable obstacle to agreement. It is the 
fifth reservation, which forbids the Council of the 
League to seek an advisory opinion from the Court 
on apy question in which the United States may 
claim an interest. The objecting nations think that 
this gives the United States too much power to re 
trict the action of the Council. They say that the 
United States could exercise this right of interfer- 
ence in such a way as to make it a practical veto. 
There is undoubtedly ground for the objection. 

Mr. Kellogg suggests that an informal conference 
might lead to the formulating of a reservation in 
such a way as to protect all the vital rights and in-: 
terests of the United States and at the same 
time be unobjectionable to the League members. 
Although the State Department has denied the re- 
port that Mr. Elihu Root, who has gone abroad os- 
tensibly to participate in deliberations looking to the 
revision of the Court’s protocol is a formal repre- 
sentative of the Government, yet it is understood gen- 
erally that he will endeavor to forward the object 
that Mr. Kellogg bas in mind. He consulted with 
the President and Secretary of State before leaving, 
and the purpose of his visit is in line with the ob- 
ject of the administration. 

The accomplishing of the object of Mr. Kellogg's 
note would supplement the treaty outlawing war. It 
would do much to give practical effect to that treaty, 
because it would make the United States a partici- 
pant and a supporter of the World Court, the inter- 
national tribunal which is* charged with the legal 
settlement of international disputes, and with the 
codification, interpretation and application of inter- 
national jaw. It offers the strongest hope for the 
substitution of reason and law for the sword in set- 
tling differences between the nations. It is perma- 
nently working to establish a higher civilization 
among all the nations. 

If a nites Ben formula for protecting the rights 
and interests of the United Siates is devised it is 
difficult to see how the Senate can reject it. It 
has approved the multiple treaty outlawing war as 
a national policy, and it cannot logically reject a 
reasonable proposition for the participation of the

Federal Reserve Board’s opposition to further expansion of bank credit for speculative 
purpose was induced by the huge increase in brokers’ loans within the past year; 
rcal trouble with market is that the Board had no four-wheel brakes to apply.

Common stocks have recently been selling 
On the exchange at such high prices that 
the dividends paid would not yicild as much 
return on the investment as ime 4451: 
umount of money fut into evernment 
~onds. On General Electric and some of 
the other teaders, your investme::* wou! 
not bring you as high as 3 per cent 4 year. 
Five per cent-or thereabouts wis a zood 
average yield, while in order ‘o ge: as 
much as 8 per cent you had to buy into-in- 
dustries which were depressed, or unusually 
risky, or had little prospect of further ex- 
pansion. The motive of those who bought 
such stocks, therefore, could not be ty hold 
them for the income derived, at the pres- 
ent rate of return. Thegjpmust have been 
expecting either to sell at a higher price or 
to get larger dividends. If they did not do 
so, their money might better be in bonds or 
similar nonspetulative securities, If their 
expectations are disappointed, their money 
will be withdrawn from the exchange ana 
put into other kinds of investment.

This situation would in itself des:rve cau- 
tious analysis if all the. purchasers had 
bought all their stocks for cash.

Grosers be- 
longing to the Stock Exchange bad by the 
end of January borrowed $6,735.000.000 to 
lend to their customers for just tis pur- 
pose. [hat amounts to about cne-four- 
teenth of the entire national income for a 
year. How much more the purchasers bor- 
rowed from other sources than these brok- 
ers it is impossible to say. Duriog the past 
iz months the loans on Stock Exchange col- 
lateral placed by l.ew York banks had 
grown $377,000,000 for the account of out- 
of-town banks and for the account of 
others, $1,511,000,000. Though their own 
loans for this purpose had shrunk $£5.900. 
600, there*was thus a net increase in brok- 
ers’ loans for the year, through the New 
York banks, of $1,833.900.000. This im. 
mense expansion in ome year represents 
over 20 per cent of the amount of brokers’ 
loans outscanding. The growth in specuia- 
tive loans raises numerous tmpertant ques- 
tions, but the point to be first considered ig 
that the loans—which must be instantly re. 
paid at any time at the wish of the lender— 
have in recent months commanded an in- 
terest of anywhere from 5 to 19 per cent. In 
other words, the purchasers of «tock have 
borrowed billions of dollars at one rate, in 
order to buy stocks yielding in many cases 
an appreciably lower rate of return.

There- 
fore, the demand of the purchasers will 
continue to grow. Everyone can keep on 
Luying and selling on a rising ,aarket ad 
ir finitum, just because it is rising. Thig is 
the familiar boom psychology wh'ch at- 
taches itself to all speculative bubbies, aid 
it necessarily leads to disaster. But, for‘tnis 
sort of inflation, a continual growth of 
credit in loans to speculators ig necessary. 
If the Federal Reserve authorities have suc- 
ceeded in cutting off the increase of cr dit 
to be used for this purpose, they have 
merely put on the brakes in time te avert 
disastrous collision. . 

The ‘other main reason why continual 
growth in stock prices is looked for ig that 
the companies issuing the stock are expect- 
ed to experience an equally rapid crowth of 
earnings, and hence of value. Why should 
they not go on enlarging their profits, as 
they have in the past five years” 

The real trouble with the market is not 
that the Federal Reserve authorities have 
attempted to put the brakes on spevulative 
eredit. but that they have net* had four. 
wheel brakes te put on. They probably 
were not able to slow the car dowr spon 
enough.

street project, almost all of these 
extensive street widenings were be- 
gun quite a long time ago, some 
of them years before the begin- 
ning of the present administration, 
and since the commissioners in 
each instance are appointed by the 
court, the city law department has 
little control over their actions.

ords in condemnation proceedings 
during the present administration 
and tast will show clearly that all 
bond issue projects have been 
speeded up greatly during the past 
four years..

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|BLEASE PRESENTS SENATE 
ACTION ON JUDGE WINSLOW 


Unanimous Consent Was Needed 
for Investigation to Start 
at Once. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. — Im- 
mediate consideration of the House 
resolution authorizing a subcom- 
mittee of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee to investigate charges 
against Federal Judge Francis A. 
Winslow of the Southern District 
of New York, was blocked today 
in the Senate by Senator Blease 
(Dem.), South Carolina. 


The resolution was favorably re- 
ported to the Senate earlier in the 
day by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee and Chairman Norris of the 
committee in presenting it asked 
for immediate consideration. 

This request required*unanimous 
consent and Senator Blease ob- 
jected with the declaration that 
“this is just a case of prejudice.”’ 

“I know all about this investi- 
gation,” declared Blease, “and |! 
got it straight. Somebody—lI for- 
got his name—thinks this Judge 
has been a little too polite to some 
lawyer who is hated by the first 
party I speak of. It’s all a per- 
sonal matter. The man I got my 
information from is on the inside 
and I didn’t have to go around any 
corners to get it.” 

As a result of Blease’s objection 
the Winslow resolution was forced 
to take its place on the congested 
Senate calendar.

ISHES out of water are not al- 

ways as unhappy as we are apt 

to tmagine. Some climb trees 
for the treasure in them, and 
some cross continents to lay eggs 
in their favorite ocean haunts. 

There is the globe-trotting eel, 
for instance, who lays her eggs in 
the very middle of the ocean, but 
who otherwise lives in iniand 
lakes and ponds, thousands of 
miles away. 

How the parent eels cross com- 
tinents to get from their ordinary 
homes in fresh-water lakes, to the 


breeding haunts in the sea, is still 


somewhat mysterious, but they 
swim down the rivers, and wrig- 
gle overland between rivers until 
they cover thousands of miles. 
Very young eels, bred and 
hatched in the depths of the At- 
lantic, are like little ribbons with 
tiny heads. They Have no fins and 
have white biood instead of red. 
Gradually they' work their way 
toward land, and when they are 
a year old they are the length of a 
darning needle, their biood has 
turned red and ali in all, they look 
considerably more like prospective 
eels than they did to begin with.
